JLCICii* SKIES. 


Europe is perpetually in danger of 


complications. Rival nations stand face 
to face indulging in jealousies. 
Differ- 


ent races are swayed by antipathies or 
conflicting ambitions. Differences in 
modes of government complicate the 
problem. France and Switzerland are 
republics; Russia is n despotism; Ger- 
many and Austria ore autocratic mon- 
archies; Great Britain and Italy are 
liberal monarchies; and dynastic inter- 
ests in the various dominions beget 
clashing policies. Some nationalities 
are strong from a common origin and 
common aims; others are weak from 
the unlikeness of their constituents. 
Turkey, for instance, is barely tolerated 
because mightier nations ore not agreed 
as to how its provinces shall be divided; 
while Germany and Italy have the ardor 
of a new unity, a new birth. It is 
known of conise that there are dreams 
of ascendancy indulged by races of 
Slavic origin. They chafe at the domi- 
nation of the Germanic race; and the 
Huns claim a modified independence, 
and cherish a sympathy for peoples of 
Asiatic origin that help make up the 
Turkish empire. 


And the Greeks, though a small na- 


tion, are a restless people. 
Their 


neighbors, whose ancestors two thou- 
•and years ago sometimes served, some- 
times enslaved the Hellenic race, are 
also unquiet, and threaten oft to wrench 
off provinces from Turkey. According 
to one of our Eastern exchanges, from 
which these historical statements are 
ohiofly culled, when the fires of rebell- 
ion are kindled no one can tell how far 
the conflagration will extend. Like the 
forest fires of Michigan which a few 
years ago threatened to extend from 
Lake Erie to Lake Superior, the flames 
of revolution in principalities in the 
valleys of the Danube or on the slopes 
of the Balkan, may terrify and en- 
danger all Europe. And this is the 
danger 
iu 
Europe now. Roumelia 


breaks out in insurrection; Bulgaria at- 
tempts to annex the fiery province, and 
Servia takes alarm. 
The successful 


union of two feeble provinces makes 
them a rival of her and menanoes her 
security. Austria is threatened too by 
the spreading flames, and Russia, al- 
ways gazing at Constantinople with 
greedy eyes, asks, Has not the hour ar- 
rived for me to clutch the prize? 


The Turk sees however that all this 


curtails his dominion. He is ready to 
summon bis fierce legions and fling 
them on the rebellions provinces. But 
this introduces another element into 
the fray. The religions question as- 
sumes prominence. 
The Turks are 


Mosleuins, the Ronmelians and Bulga- 
rians are Greek Christians; end secta- 
rian animosity asks, Shall Mohammedan 
ferocity outrage Christian Civilization? 
Before the Turk strikes however, he 
wishes to try diplomacy. As a Euro- 
pean congress guaranteed the stability 
of bia empire, be asks the leading Euro- 
pean powers to mediate between him 
and his rebellions subjects. An assem- 
Wy of diplomatists will therefore soon 
oonvene. Great Britain, France, Spain, 
Italy, Germany, Austria and Russia 
will be represented in the Congress, 
and an attempt be made to patch up a 
peace. From the nature of the case, 
however, it can only be a truce; and 
though there may be an attempt to save 
Turkey from further spoliation, the im- 


. mediate result will probably be to fur 


•iuh every nation a justification for 
keeping up costly armies that impover- 
ish and annoy their people.

About 125 
eople participated in the banquet, 
.fter the removal of the cloth General 
pogan was welcomed by "William Mari- 
eat, the Republican candidate 
for 


Dlerk of the Court of Appeals. Gen. 
iogan responded by returning thanks to 
18 Logan Invinoibles, and paid a high 
ompliment to the sociability, bospital- 
;y, energy, wealth, intelligence and 
rowth of Baltimore. Of national af- 
airs he said " this Government is a re- 
nblic only in name, and will be until 
he people shall be educated up to the 
oint where every citizen shall have a 
oioe in the affairs of the nation without 
mit or hindrance. He declared it the 
uty of every honest man of whatever 
iarty to speak and vote against all who 
olerated fraud or violence to deprive 
he American citizen of his ballot and of 
voting for bis choice. The education of 
tie illiterate was the great remedy to 
elieve the country from the disgrace 
now resting upon it because of the bru- 
;ality exercised against the rights of 
merioan citizens in many parts of the 


Union. 
The Republican party at- 


empted to enact appropriate measures 
or the education of those unable t-> 
duoate themselves, but had been de- 
eated by the votes oi those who tried 
o betray the Government, and who aie 
now dominant in the Southern States— 
he party of State rights, free trade, se- 
jession and relentless persecution. He 
asked if the present Administration will 
use its influence toward trying a remedy 
or this evil, or quietly encourage it in 
order to continue the solid South, so 
hat with their Northern allies thecoun- 
ry can be kept within Democratic con- 
rol. He spoke of the cry of "Bloody 
Shirt " and said it was the Democrats 
who made the cry upon every criticism 
of those who had tried to destroy the 
Tnion. Speaking of the campaign in 
Virginia, he said he learned from the

Judging from a Tucson dispatch re- 


ceived in this city yesterday, the Dem- 
ocratic injunction to "turn the rascals 
out" is being complied with, for things 
are being made very uncomfortable for 
the Arizona Federal officials, who, des- 
pite a change in the administration, 
have strenuously held on. It se ms that 
th« United Stutes Gruiid Jury, which 
has been sarcastically clubbed a "Dem- 
ocratic booming committee," has pre- 
sented indictments against J. A. Zabris- 
kie, United States Attorney, Boyal A. 
Johnson, United States Surveyor-Gen- 
eral, and I). Wolfly, Deputy United 
States Surveyor, under the civil service 
act, for a too zealous attention to po- 
litical contiibutious during the last 
campaign. This manifestly is dealing 
civil service reform in allopathic doses 
to these Federal officials. 


The same dispatch also announced 


that Governor F. A. Tritle had sent his 
resignation to the President by mail and 
that this act gives general satisfaction 
to the people of Arizona. He also is a 
Bepublican, who has recently received a 
good deal of newspaper notoriety, being 
dubbed "the commander-in-chief of the 
Arizona militia and the naval squadron 
of the Gila," and classified among the 
Bepublican officials who persisted in 
clinging to office. It was insinuated 
that when Secretary Van Arman, a San 
Francisco journalist, who struck a good 
thing by going to Arizona, when recently 
in Washington, had been assured that 
there would be no removals made by the 
present 
Federal 
incumbents 
in 


Arizona. This 
only 
intensified the 


malignancy i of the attacks upon the 
Governor based upon the dissatisfaction 
existing hi the Territory against him 
and the last Legislature. It was charged 
that the outrageous acts of the Legisla- 
ture showed upon their face barefaced 
robbery and the Grand Jury was urged 
to look into these matters. It was 
claimed that the Legislature passed an 
appropriation of $23,700 for clerk hire, 
more than three times ai much as the 
members of the Legislature received ; 
that printing costing $19,967 could have 
been done for less than $500, and that 
there was something wrong in the ap- 
propriation of $100,000 for an insane 
asylum. It was further insinuated that 
county courts had been created against 
the expressed will of the people, and 
that other okjectional measures had 
been enacted by the Legislature and ap- 
proved by the Governor. The salary of 
the latter official is but $2,600 a year, 
and owing to the bitter attacks, the 
clamor for his re moral, and the fact that 
a Democratic Congress and administra- 
tion would hare to review the Territo- 
rial legislation, the Governor must have 
reached the conclusion that he was re- 
ceiving and would probably receive 
more attention than he was paid for.

SENATOB JOftES. 


Nevada's Senior Senator Interviewed 


in Ores*"—n Is Trip to Alnska— 
Tlie Silver and Chinese Ques- 
tions. 


PortUnfl News, Oct. 1st. 


Senator John P. Jones, who so long 


and so ably represented Nevada, the 
land of sagebrush and silver, in the 
Senate, arrived in this city yesterday. 
The distinguished statesman was ac- 
companied by his wife, nieces and son, 
Dr. Clnness, wife and son, of Sacra- 
mento, and B. E. Monlfcon, of New 
York. 


Senator Jones is now serving his sec- 


ond term in the Senate, which will ex- 
pire on March 4, 1886. He is a dis- 
tinguished looking man, fifty-five years 
of age, with long teard, keen eyes" and 
pleasant smile. 
Senator Jones is the ablest man that 


ever represented the State of Nevada in 
the Senate, and his famous speech on 
the silver question is one of the best 
ever delivered in Washington. It at- 
tracted the attention of the thinkers of 
both America and Europe. He is noted 
for bis openhanded liberality, and is 
of such a genial nature that he is pos- 
sessed of a host of friends. 


Last evening when the News repre- 


sentative entered the Esmond Hotel he 
found quite a number of distinguished 
gentlemen waiting to pay their respects 
to the Senator. Among these irere ex- 
Governor Woods, Colonel Frank Drake, 
ex-member of the Nevada Legislatuie ; 
A. T. Stephens, Colonel J. H. Mills, ex- 
Speaker of the House of Representatives 
of Nevada ; W. T. White, Congressman 
M. C. George, Ben Holladuy, General 
Kufns Ingalls and others. 
Senator 


Jones was warmly received by his wait- 
ing friends, and it was only after quite 
a little wait that he was enabled to grant 
the reporter an interview. 
"The trip to Alaska was one of the 


pleasantest I ever bad,"said Senator 
Jones ; " the Muir glacier, ae the show- 
men suy, was alone worth the price of 
admission, Just imagine towers and 
pinnacles of ioo 250 and 300 feet high, 
like cities of the ice king, glistening 
with prismatic hues, and falling into 
the sea with a sound like sulvcs of ar- 
tillery. The sound made _was some- 
thing fearful. 
It was a mighty and im- 


pressive drama cf nature, enacted with 
Titantio properties, and gigantic scene 
shifters, in the presence of an audience, 
who felt their insignificance in the face 
of snch a wonder." 
" How did you like the appearance of 


the Trtadwell mine ? " 
" It is u magnificent deposit of ore 


480 or 490 feet in width, with a slate 
foot wall and a granite hanging wall. 
The, ledge has been traced for a distance 
of two or three miles. Ore in almost 
iBoxhausuble quantities is plainly in 
sight." 


•' Do you care, Senator, to hazard a 


prophecy on the result of the forthcom- 
ing election in New York ? " 
" Of course," said the Senator, with 


a merry laugh, "I predict that the Re- 
publicans will win." 
" The silverquestion, Senator, is now 


attracting considerable attention. What 
do you think tbn outcome of tbe agita- 
tion will be ? " 


•' It is simply possible that thera will 


be a moilifia.ition of the present law, 
but I am positive th»re will b» no cessa- 
tion of the coinage ol silver. It seems 
a little singular to us plain Western 
men that when everything is down, 
when a dollar will buy more wheat and 
flour, more blood and sweat than ever 
before, that tbe money lenders cry out 
tbnt money i» getting scarcer and dearer. 
The silver question will come before 
Congress this Winter, and discussion 
will be bad which will throw considera- 
ble light on tbe question, and perhaps 
change public sentiment on that point. 
The rays of the sun are just as bright, 
the earth'aa fruitful, and the people as 
hopelnl as ever ; but two er three mill- 
ion 
tmlers 
in 
this 
country are 


idle who ure willing to work. The reason 
for this is the timidity of capital, 
which stands aloof and refuses to invent 
because it is thought the lowest point 
has uot yet been reached. Some people 
say that the alleged production is the 
cause of tbe existing dullness. If this 
is tbe case, tramps should be rewarded 
and honest, industrious workers be 
put to jail, to stop this great alleged 
evil overproduction." 


"What do you think of the existing 


Chinese situation?" 
"I am, and always have been, in fa- 


vor of stopping Chinese immigration 
to this country. The lovers of Chinese 
chean labor ought to immigrate to 
Pekin*. The journey will not cost much 
and one employer can go there and em- 
ploy a hundred slavish toilers cheaper 
than he can bring the hundred here. 
There tbe advocate of cheap labor can 
have and enjoy the culmination of what 
is only undergoing a process ol evolu- 
tion here. If tbe Chinese cheap labor 
advocates prevail, it isaimply a question 
of time when American institution* 
will be like those of China with all her 
disgusting elements. Yon cannot have 
self respecting citizens and at tbe same 
time have your labor performed by 
willing slaves. Therefore. I contend, 
and emphatically declare, that no ar- 
gument can be made in fav»r of bring- 
ing Chinese slave labor on American 
soil, to undermine and enslave the 
American laborer."
